(c) "ICSID Convention" neans the Convention on the
Settlenment of Investnent D sputes between States and National s
of other States, done at WAshi ngton, March 18, 1965;

(d) "Inter-American Convention" neans the Inter-American
Convention on International Commercial Arbitration, done at
Panama, [Month] [Day], 1975;

(e) "investnent dispute” neans a dispute between a Party to
this Agreenment and an investor of another Party whereby the
investor alleges that the first-nentioned Party has breached a
provision of this Chapter and that it has suffered |oss or
danmage by reason of, or arising out of, that breach, but does
not include a dispute with respect to

(i) neasures that are inconsistent with this Chapter

(a) designate precisely the parties to the dispute and state
t he address of each;

(b) set forth the provisions of this Agreenent alleged to
have been breached and any other rel evant provisions; and

(c) contain information concerning the issues in dispute and
an indication of the anmount invol ved.

(4 An investor is not entitled to initiate arbitration
under subparagraph (1) if

(b) nore than two years have el apsed since the date on which

(5 An arbitration proceeding under subparagraph (1) is
initiated on the date, as applicable, on which

(a) the notice of registration of the request to institute
arbitration proceedi ngs has been dispatched by the Secretary-
Ceneral of the Centre in accordance wth paragraph (3) of
Article 36 of the ICSID Convention;

(b) the ~certificate of registration of the notice for
arbitration has been dispatched by the Secretary-General of
the Centre in accordance with of Article 4 of Schedule C of
the Additional Facility Rules; or
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(c) the notice of arbitration given wunder the UNC TRAL
Arbitration Rules is received by the disputing Party.

5. (1) An investor of a Party shall not have a right of action
under the donestic law of another Party for any breach of this
Agreenent by that other Party.

(b) request the establishnment of an arbitral panel in
accordance with paragraph 9, if it considers that the dispute,
or the dispute and other investnent disputes in which it is a
di sputing Party, raises inportant issues of public policy or
that the dispute and other investnent disputes in which it is
a disputing Party should be consol i dat ed.

8. (1) A disputing Party may request the [North American] Trade
Comm ssion to establish an arbitral panel in accordance wth
Article 23009.

(2) The request shall state the measure or other matter that
the disputing Party considers mght significantly affect the
operation of this Agreenent, indicate the provisions of this
Agreenent that are considered relevant, and be delivered by the
disputing Party to the other Parties and to its Section of the
Secretariat.
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(3) Subject to Article 2313, the terns of reference for the
arbitral panel shall be

(a) to examne, in light of the relevant provisions of this
Agreenment, the neasure or other matter referred to the
Conm ssion as set out in the request; and

(b) to nmake such findings, determnations, and disposition
as provided in Article 2317(2).

(4) Except as nodified by this paragraph, the provisions of
Chapter 23 apply to an arbitration proceeding that is initiated
under this paragraph.

(5 An arbitration proceeding is initiated wunder this
par agraph on the date of delivery of the request to the Conm ssion.

(6) An arbitral tribunal established pursuant to paragraph 4
shall cease, on the date on which an arbitration proceeding is
initiated under this paragraph, to have jurisdiction with respect
to any matter at issue in the proceeding before it that is also at
issue in the proceeding before the arbitral panel established
pursuant to this paragraph pending determnation of the matter by
t he panel established pursuant to this paragraph.

(7) The determnation and disposition of the arbitral panel,
or a settlement by the Parties with respect to any neasure or other
matter at issue in the proceeding before the panel, is binding on
any arbitral tribunal established pursuant to paragraph 4 to which
the same matter is or has been referred for arbitration.

9. (1) A disputing Party may request the Secretary of the
I nternational Chanber of Commerce to establish an arbitral panel

(2) An arbitral panel shall consist of three arbitrators
appoi nted by the Secretary.

(3) The disputing Party shall give notice of its request to
establish an arbitral panel to all known claimants and to the Party
or Parties of the clainmants.

(4) The disputing Party shall refer to the arbitral panel
such issues as it «considers appropriate and the panel shal
determ ne and di spose of those issues.

(5) The disputing Party, the claimants and the Party or
Parties of the claimants shall have the right to be parties to the
proceedi ng before the arbitral panel.
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(6) No arbitral tribunal or panel established pursuant to
paragraph 4, 8 or 10 shall have jurisdiction to decide any issue
that is also at issue before an arbitral panel established pursuant
to this paragraph pending decision by the panel established
pursuant to this paragraph.

(7) The determnation and disposition of the arbitral panel,
or the settlenent by the Parties on the issue or issues before it,
is binding on the parties to the proceedi ng before the panel and on
any arbitral panel or tribunal established pursuant to paragraph 4,
8 or 10 to which the same issue or issues is or have been referred
for arbitration

(8) Except as nodified by this paragraph, the provisions of
the UNCITRAL Arbitration Rules apply mutandis nmutatis to an
arbitration proceeding that is initiated under this paragraph.

10. Notw thstanding paragraphs 3 to 9, the disputing parties may
agree to submt the investnent dispute to arbitration in accordance
with other arbitration rules or before any other arbitration
institution.

10a. An arbitral tribunal or panel established pursuant to
paragraph 4, 9 or 10

(b) may not order provisional neasures; and

(c) may award only nonetary conpensation or restitution of
property.

11. Cener al

Unl ess the disputing parties agree otherwi se, an arbitration
proceedi ng under paragraph 4, 9 or 10 shall be held in the
territory of any Party to this Agreenent that is a Party to
the New York Convention, such place to be selected in
accordance with the applicable arbitration rules.

12. (1) An arbitral tribunal or panel established pursuant to
paragraph 4, 9 or 10 shall decide the issue or issues in the
proceeding before it in accordance with the provisions of this
Agreenent and applicable rules of international |aw

(2) Subject to subparagraphs 8(7) and 9(7), the decision of
an arbitral tribunal or panel established pursuant to this Article
shall have no binding force except between the parties to the
proceedi ng and in respect of the particul ar case.
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13. (1) The award granted by an arbitral tribunal or panel
established pursuant to this Article shall be subject to judicia
review under the law of the place where the arbitration proceedi ng
is held [or, in the alternative, review by an extraordi nary panel
under this Agreenent].

(2) No arbitral tribunal or panel established pursuant to
this Article shall order a Party to pay punitive or aggravated
danmages or to return property that is not owned and controlled by
that Party.

(3) Were an arbitral tribunal or panel established pursuant
to paragraph 4, 9 or 10 orders a Party to return property, it shal
al so order that the Party may pay conpensation in |lieu thereof.

(4) Costs in any arbitration proceeding under this Article
and interest on any award shall be governed by arbitral |aw of the
pl ace where the proceeding is held.

14. (1) In any arbitration proceeding under paragraph 4, 9 or
10, the arbitral tribuna

(a) may take into account anounts that a conpetent donestic
authority has ordered the investor to pay to the disputing
Party and that are counterclaimed by that Party; and

(b) shall deduct from an award amounts paid by the defending
Party under a contract of indemity.

(2) Subject to subparagraph 14(1)(b), in any proceeding
under this Article involving an investnent dispute, a Party shal
not assert, as a defense, counterclaim right of set off or
otherwise, that the investor concerned has received or wll
receive, pursuant to an insurance or guarantee contract,
indemmi fication or other conmpensation for all or part of its
al | eged danmages.

14b. An award nade under this Article shall be enforceable under
[in accordance with] the New York Convention in a country that is
both a Party to the New York Convention and a Party to this
Agr eenment .

15. Subject to subparagraph 13(1) and the applicabl e provisions of
the New York Convention, the Inter-Anerican Convention and the
| CSI D Conventi on,

(a) any arbitral award granted in an arbitration proceeding
under paragraphs 4, 9 or 10 is final on the parties to the
arbitration proceedi ng; and
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(b) each Party to this Agreenment undertakes to carry out
without delay the provisions of any arbitral award granted
against it in any arbitration proceedi ng under paragraph 4, 9
or 10 and to provide for the enforcenent of arbitral awards
granted in arbitration proceedi ngs under those paragraphs.

16. For purposes of an arbitration proceedi ng under paragraph 4, 9
or 10, any conpany that is legally constituted under the applicable
laws and regulations of a Party or a political subdivision thereof
but that, immediately before the occurrence of the event or events
giving rise to the dispute, was an investnent of nationals or
conpani es of another Party, shall be treated as an investor of such
other Party, including in accordance with Article 25(2)(b) of the
| CSI D Conventi on.

17. (1) Subject to this Article, each Party hereby consents to the
subm ssion of any investnment dispute between that Party and any
investor of another Party for settlenment by arbitration in
accordance wi th paragraph 4.

(2) The submssion of an investnent dispute for settlenent
by arbitration in accordance with paragraph 4, together with the
consent given by each Party in subparagraph (1), shall satisfy:

(a) the requirenment of Chapter Il of the [1CSID
Convention (Jurisdiction of the Centre) and the
Additional Facility Rules for witten consent of the
parti es;

(b) the requirenent of Article Il of the New York
Convention for an agreenent in witing; and

(c) the requirenent of Article I of the Inter-Anerican
Convention for an agreenent.

(3) For purposes of Article | of the New York Convention and
Article I of the Inter-Anerican Convention, the submssion of any
i nvestment dispute for settlenment by arbitration in accordance with
paragraph 4 shall be considered to arise out of a conmmercial
rel ationship or transaction.

(4) For greater certainty, subparagraph (3) shall not affect
any claim of immunity nmade by any Party to this Agreenent wth
respect to the enforcenent of any arbitral award.

18. (1) No Party shall give diplomatic protection, or bring an
international claim for noney damages or restitution of property,
in respect of any investnent dispute that an investor of that Party
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has submtted to arbitration under paragraph 4, 9 or 10, unless the
other Party concerned has failed to abide by and conply with the
New York Convention in respect of an award granted in the
arbitration proceedi ng.

(2) For pur poses of subpar agr aph (1), "di pl omati c
protection” does not include state-to-state dispute settlenent
pursuant to Chapter 23 or informal diplomatic exchanges for the
sol e purposes of facilitating settlenment of a dispute.

19. Notwi thstanding anything in the Agreenment, the provisions of
this Article and Chapter 23 (Dispute Settlenent) shall not apply to
any Decision by Canada following a review under the Investnent
Canada Act, with respect to whether or not to permt an acquisition
